SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER - 


The subject matter of independent claim 6 presented for review in the instant Appeal is 
directed to article of furniture designated by reference numeral 2, having a receptacle unit 
designated by reference numeral 22, for electronic or communications equipment mounted 
therein. (Applicant's Specification, page 8, second paragraph, line 1-3; page 8, last paragraph, 
line 6, line 1 - page 9, first paragraph, line 6; Figure 1). The receptacle unit has a top surface 
designated by reference numeral 24 and at least one sidewall extending downwardly from the 
top surface designated by reference numeral 26. (Applicant's Specification, page 8, last 
paragraph, - page 9, first paragraph, line 1; Figures 1-2) Sidewall 26 of the receptacle unit 22 
has at least one receptacle designated by reference numeral 32 defined therein (Applicant's 
Specification, page 8, last paragraph, line 3 - page 9, first paragraph, lines 1-6; Figures 1-2). 
Receptacle unit 22 is displaceable between a retracted position in which the top surface 24 is 
planar with the top surface of the article of furniture 2 (Applicant's Specification, page 9, 
second paragraph, lines 3-7; Figure 1 of the drawing), and an extended position in which at 
least one receptacle unit 32 on one sidewall 26 of the receptacle unit 22 is elevated above the 
top surface of the article of furniture 2 (Applicant's Specification, page 8, last paragraph, line 1- 
3; Figures 1-2 of the drawing). The receptacle unit is releasably locked in its retracted position 
as designated by reference numeral 25 (Applicant's Specification, page 11, lines 5-10; Figure 1 
of the drawing), and is resiliently biased into its extended position as designated by reference 
numeral 23 when the lock is released (Applicant's Specification, page 11, lines 17-21; Figures 
1-2). 


The subject matter of independent claim 19 presented for review in the instant Appeal 
is directed to article of furniture designated by reference numeral 2, having a receptacle unit 
designated by reference numeral 22, for electronic or communications equipment mounted 
therein. (Applicant's Specification, page 8, second paragraph, line 1-3; page 8, last paragraph, 
line 6, line 1 - page 9, first paragraph, line 6; Figure 1). The receptacle unit has a top surface 
designated by reference numeral 24 and at least one sidewall extending downwardly from the 
top surface designated by reference numeral 26. (Applicant's Specification, page 8, last 
paragraph, - page 9, first paragraph, line 1; Figures 1-2) Sidewall 26 of the receptacle unit 22 
has at least one receptacle designated by reference numeral 32 defined therein (Applicant's 
Specification, page 8, last paragraph, line 3 - page 9, first paragraph/lines 1-6; Figures 1-2). 
Receptacle unit 22 is displaceable between a retracted position in which the top surface 24 is 
planar with the top surface of the article of furniture 2 (Applicant's Specification, page 9, 
second paragraph, lines 3-7; Figure 1 of the drawing), and an extended position in which at 
least one receptacle unit 32 on one sidewall 26 of the receptacle unit 22 is elevated above the 
top surface of the article of furniture 2 (Applicant's Specification, page 8, last paragraph, line 1- 
3; Figures 1-2 of the drawing). The receptacle unit is releasably locked in its retracted position 
as designated by reference numeral 25 (Applicant's Specification, page 11, lines 5-10; Figure 1 
of the drawing), and is resiliently biased into its extended position as designated by reference 
numeral 23 when the lock is released (Applicant's Specification, page 11, lines 17-21; Figures 
1-2). A housing designated by reference numeral 11, has an open top aligned with the opening 
defined in the top surface of the article of furniture so as to receive the receptacle unit 22 in 


the housing 11 when the receptacle unit is in its retracted position. (Applicant's Specification, 
page 10, last paragraph through page 11, line 5; Figure 1 of the drawing). 
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
